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The importance of careful planning 
in the small home 


T is the small home, which even more than the 
larger and more expensive one, should be given 
the utmost care in planning. Here every dollar 
must be counted carefully. There must be no waste 
expenditure. The skillful handling of an architect 
is particularly valuable in this case as long as his 
designs, counsel and advice can be secured at a 
nominal figure. 

All the homes illustrated in this plan book were 
designed by leading architects. Each has been care- 
fully selected by the Architects’ Small House Ser- 
vice Bureau in conjunction with Finzer Brothers 
Clay Co. to give the utmost in really permanent 
values. In each the requirements of modern house- 
keeping has been kept in mind. There are forty- 
three of these contained within the covers of this 
book. The smallest is four rooms and bath. The 
largest is six rooms and bath. In many, however, 
extra features such as sleeping porches, dining al- 
coves, sun rooms and other conveniences have 
been incorporated which make them in reality 
much larger homes than they seem at first. The 
particular value of the architect in designing a 
small home is not only in the interior and hidden 
parts of the home but also in its exterior appear- 
ance. Illustrations of the improvement of two 
houses of the same materials and of the same con- 
struction are shown on the opposite page. One 
represents good taste and savings, the other bad 
taste and waste. The difference in both appear- 
ances and in dollars saved the builder is in the 
skillful handling of the architect. 

Let us point out to you some of the difference 
between these two houses—difference which may 
either make the home you build a success or fail- 
ure. For example, No. 1 in Figure 1, indicates posts 
unnecessarily large to support the roof above. 
These supports are pudgy, bulbous, toad-like. 
They represent waste material in an attempt to 
secure uniqueness in effect. Because of this fact 
they are not beautiful. Rather, they are coarse in 
appearance whereas they might have been treated 
with greater refinement at much less cost. 

No. 2 illustrated a poor attempt to add some- 
thing to the exterior for purposes of decoration. 
The projecting roof over the bay windows is un- 
necessary. In fact, the bay windows are not re- 
quired. They do not add appreciable floor space 
to the interior of the house. On account of project- 
ing beyond the front of the house these bay wind- 
ows and the overhanging roof add expense for 
framing and finish. The complicated construction 
increases labor costs. They serve no purpose in the 
way of decoration. They produce an uneasy, cut- 
up feeling in the exterior of the house. 

No. 3 illustrated roof brackets as a vain attempt 
to support the roof. If the roof really required 
bracket supports the three indicated in size and 
style would not do the work. This roof, however, 
is so constructed that it supports itself. The brack- 
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ets are shams and unnecessary expense as well as 
added labor. 

No. 4. The porch roof appears to be slipping 
away from the house due to the wide overhang 
and furthermore on account of no connecting fea- 
ture to tie the roof with the rest of the house. 

No. 5. Here you will see the same mistakes as 
we have pointed out in No. 4 of the porch roof. 
In this particular design the exposed rafter ends 
serve no purpose. They increase expense for mill- 
work and labor. 

No. 6 illustrated a clumsy, crude example of 
brick work. These heavy, massive piers are un- 
called for. A brick wall of this size and proportion 
should be used only with a masonry building and 
even so with discretion. One of the practical ob- 
jections to a solid wall of this type is that when 
you sit on the porch during summer weather you 
get little if any free circulation on the feet. This 
wall would make a better garden fence than a bal- 
ustrade for a home. 

No. 7 shows misplaced horizontal band on the 
buildings. These bands are effective when properly 
used. They serve to tie up and interrelate different 
exterior features of the home. The band in this 
case serves no really useful purpose. 


No. 8. The bay windows we have already spoken 
of as unessentials fromaconstructive point of view. 
They are protrusions that add an uneven, chaotic, 
bumpy appearance to the exterior surface of the 
house. 

No. 9. The twin windows are out of scale and 
poorly placed. 

No. 10. The brick balustrade of which we have 
already spoken is out of scale and is inappropriate 
treatment. Furthermore, it offers no adequate 
means of carrying off rain water from the porch. 


No. 11. The bay window has no apparent foun- 
dation. Every structural feature of a building 
should have apparent support. The windows are 
small and out of scale. They are unnecessarily high. 


No. 12. Here is an unjustifiable use of windows 
in the living portion of a house. Unless more light 
is required it is better to omit such “‘peek holes” 
altogether. They suggest a poorly lighted room. 

We have pointed out to you a few of the unes- 
sentials and wasteful features of this house. In 
Figure 2, we have tried to show you how by elimi- 
nation and refinement, by subtraction rather than 
addition, less materials and labor can be used to 
make a more simple, harmonious attractive home. 

We have used the same house in both cases. We 
have altered Figure 1, according to architectural 
principles hoping to demonstrate in a concrete way 
how savings in material, time and labor are pos- 
sible, how building costs can be lessened by the 
application of architectural knowledge and skill to 
what otherwise is considered “hit or miss’’ design 
and therefore a waste in dollars.

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How to Figure The Cost of Owning A Home 


IRST, interest on the home builder’s own 

funds invested in his home. If this money were 
out on interest it would yield a definite sum de- 
pending on how it was invested. If it were in a 
savings bank, it would yield 344% or 4%, and if 
it were in first mortgage bonds the return might 
be 5% or 6%. Whatever the basis of interest, this 
is an income which the home builder will not re- 
ceive directly once his money is invested in his 
home. Theoretically this may be charged as one 
of the items of rent, but many people believe that 
this loss of income on their own equity is more than 
balanced by the extra accommodations they re- 
ceive in living in their own homes. But let us 
charge it all to rent and then if any part of this 
sum should be credited out and charged to “‘extra 
accommodations” we can do so at the end. 


The second item of rent is that of interest on 
the borrowed money. This is a charge that the 
home builder is obliged to meet at regular inter- 
vals, depending on the provisions of the mortgage 
or contract papers. The borrowed money is a com- 
modity for the use of which the home builder pays 
a service or rental charge in the form of interest. 
Obviously it is wise not to pay too much for the 
privilege of using this money or to engage to repay 
it more rapidly than will be reasonably possible 
within expected income. 


How Taxes Are Figured 


The third item in rent is taxes. The basis on 
which real properties are taxed varies with the 
locality. One may learn the tax rate in his com- 
munity, and the method used in applying this 
against properties there. Perhaps the type of house 
which it is planned to build in a certain district 
may be represented on nearby properties, and by 
learning the taxes on these, a fairly accurate esti- 
mate may be made of what the charges will be on 
a new home. The tax rate is usually applied against 
an “assessed valuation,’ which is usually a sum 
considerably less than the actual cost of the house 
and lot. In one large city the assessor looks over a 
property and approximates its real value. He then 
turns in an appraised valuation equal to about 
75% of his estimated real valuation. The tax rate, 
which in that city is about $70.00 per $1,000 of 
assessed valuation, is applied against 40% of the 
appraised value. In other cities the method differs. 


The home builder should make sure also of any 
special assessments that may have been laid 
against his property for municipal improvements 
such as sidewalks, sewer, lighting, street paving. 
These last are not really items of rent. They are 
more properly classed as a part of the capital out- 
lay involved in building a home. 


The fourth and fifth items are water rent, and 
insurance. These are met by the landlord and are 
presumably included within his rental charge. 


The home owner will have to pay them in turn. 
He will also be obliged to carry sufficient insurance 
to reimburse the agencies who have loaned money 
in case of loss of the house by fire or tornado. He 
may decide to carry additional protection to cover 
his own equity, and if he is wise he will do so. The 
total charge for insurance to cover the property 
can be learned from any insurance agent by giving 
him the location of the property, the type of con- 
struction that will be employed, and the amount 
of coverage desired. 


The sixth item is the cost of maintenance. When 
the house is rented from a landlord, the standard 
provision is that the landlord shall maintain the 
house in good repair and shall do all necessary 
painting and decorating, keep the plumbing in 
working order, and meet other incidental expenses 
of the kind. These expenses are, of course, ab- 
sorbed by the landlord out of the rent money he 
receives. The home owner pays them on his own 
property. However, when one owns his own home, 
expenses of this kind tend to be lower than they 
are in rented properties, as greater care Is exer- 
cised. The home owner may make many of the re- 
pairs himself. The amount to be charged on this 
account varies with the age of the house. In a well 
built house one per cent may be sufficient for each 
of the first five years. After that the cost of main- 
tenance will mount to a higher rate—3% would 
be about the maximum. 


Finally, there is the item of depreciation and 
obsolescence to be accounted for in terms of rent. 
This is somewhat of a theoretical matter. It is 
based on the assumption that one should lay aside 
annually a sum equal to the presumed amount of 
depreciation and obsolescence of the house. Un- 
like an automobile, the depreciation is low at first 
and high in later years. The yearly sum written 
off as depreciation should be large enough so that 
when the house has served its usefulness and has 
become worn out through wear and tear, or is ren- 
dered undesirable by being out of style, there will 
have been built up a sum equal to that of the 
original investment. 


Depreciation and maintenance are sometimes 
confused, but they are really distinct items. Often 
there is an item of appreciation. This applies only 
to the value of the lot itself. The wise home builder 
will not fail to give it proper weight in purchasing 
his property. Some house financing experts have 
said that the lot should be selected with the defi- 
nite end in view of an appreciation in land values, 
such that, when the mortgages are paid off at the 
end of ten or twelve years, there will be repre- 
sented a net worth of the house and lot equal to 
the sum originally invested in it. 


Let us assume then that you feel it possible to 
own a $6,000 home including a garage. Of this 
$6,000, $1,000 is represented by the value of the 
lot, which you own, and you have in addition 


$1,000 in cash, so that your total equity is $2,000. 
You will find it necessary to borrow $4,000. As- 
suming that you may borrow this on a first mort- 
gage your computations will follow approximately 
the cost program outlined above. 


Increased Values 


Thus the total cost of rent comes to $674 a year 
or about $56 a month, which on the face of it is 
not such an extraordinarily large sum for the priv- 
ilege of owning a $6,000 home. And remember this 
does not take into account at all the extra value 
you get in a home designed and built as you want 
it, on a lot located where you prefer to live. Fur- 
thermore, this does not necessarily represent the 
amount of money one would have to pay on ac- 
count of owning his own home. 

For example, the charge for depreciation and 
obsolescence on the value of the house may be off- 
set completely by appreciation on the value of the 
land. It has been said by competent persons that 
city residential property tends to increase in value 
as a normal experience by 10% a year. If this is 
true and the depreciation and obsolescence is set 
at 2%, then the ratio of the cost of the land and 
cost of the house should not be more than one to 
five. In this way the depreciation on a house al- 
ways would be equalized by appreciation in the 
value of the land. 


Rent Cost Reduced 


If, in the case of the $1,000 lot we have been 
considering, there were an appreciation of 10% 
per year, there would be an actual balance be- 
tween the two items of depreciation and appre- 
ciation. There is no really accurate way of adjust- 
ing appreciation, but, if it can be assumed that 


this item would offset the depreciation charge, 
then the net cost of rent as figured heretofore 
would be reduced by $100 per year. It is probably 
thoroughly understood by everybody that not one 
householder in ten thousand actually builds up a 
fund to meet depreciation and obsolescence. From 
this reasoning the average net cost per month 
for rent would be $47.83. 

In this home we have been considering, the 
home builder may do his financing through a 
Building and Loan Association, under the rules of 
which he will agree to pay into that Association 
$12.50 per month per thousand borrowed. In 
this case he will have borrowed $4,000. Therefore, 
the dues to the Building and Loan Association 
will be $50.00 a month. This money represents not 
only amortization and pay-off on the principal 
sum borrowed, but also the interest thereon. 

Therefore, to determine how much money would 
have to be paid out on a scheme of financing of 
this sort, we would take all of the items in the 
above list with the exception of the interest on the 
borrowed money, for this would be accounted for 
in the money paid to the Building and Loan As- 
sociation. We would also eliminate the deprecia- 
tion and obsolescence allowance under circum- 
stances where it seemed logical to assume that 
there would be appreciation to balance deprecia- 
tion. 

Under such circumstances, and applying this 
process of financing in the case we are considering 
the home owner’s monthly pay-out.on all accounts 
would amount to $77.83 per month. It must be 
remembered, however, that this sum not only rep- 
resents the cost of housing one’s family, but also 
includes savings which at the end of ten or twelve 
years will wipe out the sum originally borrowed.

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How to finance the building of your home 


ROBABLY the best and cheapest method 
of financing is through a first mortgage, but 
first mortgage presumes that there is an equity 
behind the mortgage of at least 125% of the value 
of the mortgage. Many financing organizations 
will not lend on a first mortgage anything like as 
much as this. They require a ratio of 140% or 
more. Thus the home builder would secure only 
60%, or perhaps as little as 40%, of the whole 
cost of the building plus the value of his lot, but 
when the security is so substantial the risk to the 
mortgagee is less and the price of his service in 
the form of interest should be less. 


Money on first mortgages may be secured from 
savings banks, from insurance companies, and 
from mortgage brokers who commonly handle 
funds that have been left with them by their 
clients for investment. First mortgage money 
may also be obtained through building and 
loan associations. 

In arranging for the loan, the drafting of the 
mortgage papers, and so on, a charge is usually 
made by the mortgagee. This is called a com- 
mission. It ranges from 1% to 4%, depending 
upon the amount of the loan, its relation to the 
total value of the property, and the length of 
time for which the mortgage is to run. The 
interest charges, which are entirely beside the 
commission, will also vary with the conditions 
mentioned above and will range from 5% to 7%. 
The first mortgage may be written to run any 
number of years, but commonly it does not run 
for more than five years, at the end of which 
time it will be necessary for the home owner 
either to pay off the mortgage or to re-finance it. 
If he re-finances it, new commissions will be 
charged for the new paper. 

When first mortgages run for more than three 
years they commonly carry a so-called ‘“‘pay-off”’ 
clause, by which the home owner contracts to 
reduce the face of the mortgage after the lapse 
of three years and at six month intervals there- 
after so that presumably the proportion of pro- 
tection for the loan will remain at the end of the 
mortgage term about as it was at the beginning. 
In other words, the mortgage is reduced to take 
care of depreciation during the mortgage period. 
The building and loan scheme automatically 
takes care of this matter as the principal of the 
borrowed sum is reduced month by month. 


Beware of high “discounts” 


When so great a proportion of the whole value 
of the property must be borrowed that, after 
the maximum amount to be obtained under a 
first mortgage has been secured, there may still 
remain the necessity of borrowing additional 
money, then additional money may be secured 
on a second mortgage. This type of loan is 
sometimes called “junior paper.’”’ The security 
behind it, of course, is inferior to that of the first 
mortgage. If for any reason the home builder 
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should default on the second mortgage, the 
person holding the second mortgage should be in 
a position to pay off the first mortgage in order 
to protect his interests. Otherwise, the second 
mortgage is in danger of being wiped out under 
foreclosure proceedings. Under the circumstances, 
the second mortgage usually carries a higher rate 
of interest than the first and in addition is made 
attractive to the money lender through the 
payment of a substantial commission or bonus. 
This commission often runs extremely high. It 
is rarely less than 10%, and may run much higher, 
the actual amount depending on how much 
money is borrowed and the length of time neces- 
sary to repay it, and also on the relation of the 
first mortgage to the value of the property. If 
less money is borrowed on the first mortgage 
the commission on the second mortgage would 
naturally be less. 


First mortgages are sometimes succeeded by 
contracts for deed. As a matter of fact, there 
have been a great many houses financed ex- 
clusively by the contract for deed method. This 
scheme of financing goes by a variety of names, 
but it is essentially one by which the home owner 
makes a first installment of some size on the 
purchase of his home and then contracts to pay 
off the balance through equal month _ install- 
ments. The money paid down as first payment 
is often very low. Some people who finance 
houses on this score require that the home builder 
have at least the value of the lot in cash or the 
ownership of the lot itself. If the home builders 
own the lot, then he assigns his deed as the first 
payment of the contract. When the contract is 
paid up, the money lender supplies the deed to 
the property. Under some circumstances the 
money lender supplies the deed when a sufficient 
amount of money has been paid on the contract 
to make it possible to float a first mortgage. As 
with all types of loans behind which the security 
is low, this type of financing is an expensive one 
to the home builder on account of the discounts 
or commissions that go with it. These discounts 
rarely appear as such in the transaction. They are 
simply added to the amount of the contract. 


It must be said in fairness that most of those 
agencies that supply money on second mortgage 
or contracts for deed are entirely dependable 
and honorable in their dealings with the people 
to whom they lend, but on the other hand, un- 
fortunately, there are many who lend money in 
this way who have earned and deserved the term 
of “sharks.” It is their desire and to their ad- 
vantage to have the home builder default on his 
contract and they show no mercy if he does so. 
One may well beware of borrowing money from 
these people. In almost every community there 
are agencies that recognize intelligent home 
financing as one of the most secure of all invest- 
ment enterprises. The wise home builder will 
search these agencies out.

A Five Room Bungalow—Solid Brick 


N architect in designing a Forestblend face brick house, has the comfortable feeling that he is 
not being extravagant. He knows that Forestblends are relatively cheap in the end, consid- 

ering their durability. Face brick is practically indestructible. For actual resistance to weather 
and fire, nothing has yet been devised to surpass it. Centuries of exposure serve only to enhance 
its beauty. But undoubtedly the greatest appeal of this brick to the architect lies in its possibilities 
for decorative effects. These possibilities result chiefly from color and texture, qualities inherent 
in the brick itself. Sugarcreek clays are burned in different ways to give an infinite variety of 
colors. Different surface treatments, different joint sections, give flecks of light and shade that 
make different wall texture. The uniformly sized blocks, laid in different geometrical combinations, 
give almost any kind of pattern that the ingenuity of the architect can devise. Designing with 
Finzer brick is like playing with hundreds of little islands of glowing color set in rivers of contrast- 
ing mortar, and all textured with little points of light and shade. The house illustrated here, design 
5-B-22, is typical of the beauty of Forestblend face brick construction. The fine arrangement of 
the rooms in this home can only be realized after careful examination of the floor plan. The 
sleeping quarters and bathroom are along the same side and are separated from the living rooms 
by a small hall in such a way as to insure privacy. The 3D. 2" 
living room is of good size with windows on two sides, [ 
and the recessed fireplace gives an effect of even aaa 
ereater breadth. The dining room is very light and 
airy with broad windows on two sides and French BED ROOM 
doors in a third wall opening into the garden. The jib, MER RSU 
kitchen is light, well equipped with table and cupboard 
space. The rear entry is equipped with a package re- — SAN rane. 
ceiver, broom closet, and space for a refrigerator. The < J 
basement includes space for laundry, fruit room, coal 
room, furnace room and storage.

HE house shown above, design 4-B-18, is typical of 

the modern American single-story dwelling. This 
Forestblend bungalow is a model of efficiency. It shares 
many of the characteristics of the quarters in the apart- 
ment house, but with this notable distinetion—it is 
light, bright and airy, the rooms are generous in area 
and in windows. There are conveniences such as fire- 
places, terraces, porches, attic and basement storage 
space such as apartment house quarters can rarely have. 
The apartment house dweller moving into a modern 
American bungalow finds his pleasures not only 
tremendously increased by the better plan, but by the 
setting of the house, lawns, gardens—all the joys of the 
home lot. 


The plan shown above is a remarkably fine example 
of the bungalow. Its five rooms supply sufficient accom- 
modation for the small family and ease of manage- 
ment for the housewife who does her own work. 


The living room, dining room and kitchen occupy the 
major portion of the house. The bedrooms with bath 
between are at one side, providing privacy for these 
quarters. The absence of a porch roof assures a finely 
lighted living room. With an awning the hight may be 
softened when needed. Every room is of generous size.

Different—Interesting—Very Livable 


IVE excellent rooms, well lighted, of good size, provide 

the ordinary accommodations of this plan. In addi- 

tion there is a breakfast nook and a porch opening from 

the living room and dining room. Each of the bedrooms is 
equipped with a closet. 


Seeing the informal massing and apparent irregularity 
of the Forestblend exterior of this house one would hardly 
expect a plan of such directness and order. Yet here is the 
utmost in simplicity, the effects of which will not only 
appear in the economies in the way of construction, but 
also in household management. 


The living quarters of the house are separated from the 
bedroom and bath quarters by a hallway, thus conforming 
to good practise in the designing of bungalows. 


The porch, opening as it does off both living room and 
dining room, affords a splendid opportunity for extensive 
use. It will serve as a very pleasant dining place in summer. 
Glazed in, it may be used as a sunporch or as an additional 
living room in the winter. 


The living room is beautifully lighted with a long stretch 
of windows at one end. There are built in bookcases and a 
recessed fireplace. 


Consrruction: Solid brick walls, Forestblend facing.

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Ideal Six Room English Cottage 


OT every house that aspires to an English character reaches 

its aspirations, but this house does have an English quality 

of the most distinctive sort. It has a type of architecture which 

has remained in style for centuries. It is not the product of 

passing fancy. The low rambling effect of this cottage exagger- 

ates its real size, for it really is a small house. There are six 

rooms, although one of the bedrooms has been called a sleeping 
porch. 

The outstanding feature of this house is no doubt the living 
room. Here large window openings insure a bright and charming 
apartment. The open fireplace adds to the homelike effect. 
Through a door near the dining room entrance is gained to an 
open terrace. This terrace is so placed with respect to the dining 
room and kitchen that it would serve most excellently as an 
outside dining room in fine weather. 

In the kitchen, light for operations at the sink is insured, for 
that most necessary fixture is arranged in a bay so that it has 
light from three directions. The designer also made provision 
for a broom closet and an additional kitchen cabinet. A dining 
alcove with separate table and four seats complete the kitchen. 
The icebox is in the rear entry. There is a large attic reached 
through the kitchen. The bedrooms are all arranged along one 
side of the house, thus providing almost as much privacy as 
though they were in the second story. Each bedroom is equipped 
with a commodious closet. In addition there is a closet in the 
bathroom and a linen closet in the hallway.

LTHOUGH this is considered a four-room plan, provision is 
made for a dining room, which also will add its space to the 
living room, and so reach a maximum of usefulness. 


The style is really American. In it may be seen the influence of 
the English and Italian small home builders, but the plan scheme 
and especially the porch are typically American. 


This particular form of small home architecture has met with so 
much favor that we believe it will be interesting. The plan is an 
old favorite. Such a fortunate combination of fine Forestblend face 
brick exterior and practical plan is not always realized. The design 
is quite distinctive with the side entrance to the porch and rails of 
wrought iron. The house can be placed on a narrow lot and is 
planned to face east or south, although it may be reversed for 
other facings. 


Bedrooms are of good size, well lighted and ventilated, and 
altogether this house is an extremely livable one for the amount of 
space required. There is a large wardrobe closet in the front bed- 
room, a closet in the rear bedroom, linen shelves in the bath, and 
also a hall closet. There are shelves over the icebox in the rear entry.

NQUESTIONABLY the bungalow plan offers many of 

the conveniences to be obtained otherwise in an apart- 

ment. There are certain advantages to be obtained when 

rooms are all on one floor that apartment dwellers have be- 

come accustomed to and which they insist upon when the 
time comes for them to build their own homes. 


This plan combines all the advantages of the apartment 
house with those of a separate small home in which may be 
included privacy, more light and ventilation, more hominess. 


Complying with what has come to be an American tradi- 
tion in small home design, the living quarters have been ar- 
ranged so as to provide one great open space. The dining and 
living room are so much thrown together as really to comprise 
one room. Yet it is possible to separate the dining room from 
the living space to any extent that may seem most suitable to 
the home owner. 


If the family income needs to be helped out by renting a 
room, the front bedroom can open directly onto the front 
porch.

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A Proven Plan with Distinctive Beauty 


F you look at plan No. 6-B-19, now, you will be struck with its 

simplicity. It seems that anyone might take this area of approxi- 
mately, 27x44, divide it lengthwise, and, separate the living portion 
from the sleeping portion, and then divide each one of these parts 
into its separate rooms. But it is not such an easy job as that. 


In the end the apportionment of space in each one of the rooms 
must be such that they turn on each other properly. For example, 
we do not want to go through one bedroom to get to another, and 
if we have to cross a hallway to get from kitchen to dining room 
that is a plain blunder. 


The small house of the present day has to be really small as to 
the size of parts. Yet it must have as much livability, as much 
generosity of space, as houses in the older styles. The trick of doing 
this is to make one area do service for two. For example, in this 
plan the living room itself is not large, though 18’ by 13’ 6” is not a 
cramped area by any means. Yet, set as it is with respect to the 
dining room, there is a sense of one big area that gives the living 
portions of the house an aspect of generosity. 


The porch at the side may be omitted if the lot is narrow and 
if it is used at all it may have a covered roof, or it may be of the 
pergola type with beams hung with vines.

Beauty with Common Sense 


LL fine architecture grows out of plan. Now study this 
one, 5-A-60, see how common sense has been the ruling 
force throughout. The general scheme is the central stairway 
type with living room at the right and dining room and 
kitchen to the left. The second story divides into two bed- 
rooms and bath. This program has been handled here sensibly 
in order to create fine appearance and at the same time to 
realize economies. 


For example: the stairway is enclosed between walls. There 
is thus no extra expense for balustrade and newel. The fine 
Forestblend fireplace has been placed on the inside wall 
where it will be in the best position from the point of view of 
connections to the house heater. 


The arched or cased openings that lead from hallway to 
dining room and living room create pleasant vistas from the 
hallway though the hall itself is only large enough to supply 
convenient communications between rooms and stairway. 


In the second story the rooms are of good size, well lighted, 
having many closets, and, in addition, the sewing room or 
nursery.

5-A-27 is designed for a narrow lot. Here the porch is not only 
Hacee at the rear but is an integral part of the house for it is under 
the main roof. On the working drawings it is shown as an open porch, 
but it can just as easily be adapted to an enclosed porch. It thus 
becomes part of the living room, and can be separated from it by a 
cased opening, an archway or double French doors. 

The needs of the small, or moderate size family, when a medium 
priced home is desired, have been kept in mind at every step in the 
production of this design. The half timber treatment in the second 
story, the combination of Forestblend brick and stucco as an outside 
finish, the dormers breaking into the roof line, and the outside chim- 
ney give charm to what is in reality an almost square house. 

There are many features to note on the first floor plan, as for 
instance; the alcove in the living room opposite the fireplace, the 
convenient coat closet in the vestibule, the space for a broom closet 
in the rear entry beside the refrigerator, and the central location of 
the stairway to the second floor. 

On the second floor there are two bedrooms, bath and five closets. 
One bedroom is fourteen feet square, and has windows on two sides, 
and a blank wall space sufficient for twin beds and a night stand 
between. This room is provided with two closets so that if the room is 
shared by two people each will have an individual closet. The other 
bedroom although slightly smaller, has two closets and cross ven- 


tilation.

N this home there are five main rooms, and bath. Little 
space is used for an entrance hallway; this is merely an 
entry, with the stairway placed directly opposite the front 
door, but the wide openings into the dining room from the 
hall and the open character of the stairway give an espe- 
cially spacious effect to the first floor. 


Many little conveniences that tend to lighten house- 
work have been provided, such as broom closet in the 
kitchen, and a space for the icebox in the rear entry. In the 
bathroom, for example, there is a built-in cupboard, which 
contains drawers for linen below, and a medicine cabinet 
above. 


There is one especially large bedroom receiving light and 
air from three sides.

Five Room House of Finzer Brick 


HE house shown here will make an especially suitable home 

for city building as it is of solid masonry construction, has 
the main outlook at front and rear, and the porch is built at the 
rear opening off the living room.

The six room house 
above of Forestblend brick veneer on wood frame, is practically 
a bungalow as far as the first floor plan goes, but under the roof 
it has two bedrooms and bath, giving it three bedrooms in all.

Brick Bonds 


| flee comparatively recent times, brick bond was used only structurally, that is, to secure the 
strength of the wall as a solid mass, but in the seventeenth century European builders began to 
see an artistic possibility in the bond as it appeared on the surface. Today many types of bonds are 
available to the builder which add tremendously to the appearance of the home. Several of the better 
known bonds are illustrated above but many others may be devised by the architect to carry out his 
design. The most widely used bonds are the “header” and “stretcher.” When a brick is laid lengthwise 
of the wall, thus showing its long narrow dimension of “‘face”’ on the surface, it is called a stretcher. If 
its length extends back into the wall so that its short dimension shows on the surface, it is called a 
‘header.’ The stretcher secures strength in the length of the wall. The header serves to form the trans- 
verse bond, that is, the strength of the wall throughout its thickness. When a brick is broken, as the 
case may require, the fragment is called a “bat.” 


Mortar Joints 


| Eat dealing with the mortar joint, various elements must be carefully considered. Its color and texture, 

its size and its kind. The color of the mortar joint may be such as entirely to destroy the beauty of 
the brick. On the other hand, if it is properly chosen, it will bring out the fine shades and tones of the 
brick in such a way as to enhance their natural beauty immensely. Then, yyy 
the mortar joint has a certain texture which is produced either by fin- 42% 
ishing it rough or smoothing it with the trowel or a tool made for that ZG 
purpose. This mere treatment of the surface of the mortar joint has 
much to do with the appearance of the wall. In addition to that, the 
size of the mortar joint, running from a thin “buttered” joint up to as 
much as an inch, naturally affects the color relation of the whole surface; 
and the kind of joint, whether cut flush, raked out, or tooled in various 
shapes, has a distinct bearing on the whole effect. Take advantage of the raked Out 
consulting service of the Architects’ Small House Service Bureau for 
problems of this character.

OTICE the exterior lines of this beautiful Finzer face brick 
house. Compare it with these old before-the-war houses 
built from this tried and proven plan. Could you ever visualize 
from its clean-cut rectangular and painstaking economy of form 
that externally it would have this picturesque appearance. 
That’s where the architect comes in. 

Inside you would find a combination of living room and 
dining room giving the effect of one large area, made interesting 
by the fireplace at one end and large casement windows—double 
hung for anyone if they must be so. A kitchen in line with 
these rooms, sink under window, dining alcove, lighted from 
two sides, much storage space, refrigerator in the entry way, 
grade entrance to basement. 

On the left side of the house are the sleeping quarters; two 
bedrooms reached through a short hall on which also turns the 
bathroom, and to the rear a sleeping porch in which there are 
eight casement windows, or screens without the windows—as 
much of an open porch as anyone may wish. 

Note again the rectangular quality of the plan and visualize 
the economies of construction that will come from this straight- 
forward organization. Observe the logical order of rooms and 
the economy of housekeeping that goes with it. 

The exterior speaks for itself. Trim Finzer face brick walls, 
close clipped gables. The forms and balance have European 
quality. The French do not build little houses like this, yet 
there is something of the French manner about it, too.

A Well Tailored House of Forestblend Face Brick 


N the cottage shown above, the floor plan is compact, con- 
venient and comfortable. Just as the plans of cottages in 
England reveal the manner of life of the families who occupy 
them, the plan of this design expresses the efficiency, orderliness 
and love of beautiful surroundings that characterize the Ameri- 
can family. 

The kitchen is long and narrow. Cupboards, sink, range, ice- 
box are almost within reaching distance from the center of the 
room. Closets and storage space are neatly packed into corners 
where they are the most convenient and yet where they seem to 
occupy space that could not have been used otherwise. The 
bedrooms are placed along one side of the house and are sepa- 
rated from the living quarters by a hall, thus providing almost 
as much privacy as though they were in the second story. 

The large living room is given a more spacious effect by the 
wide opening onto the terrace and into the dining room. Notice 
also that the fireplace with its generous hearth is set back in a 
niche and adds to rather than detracts from this spacious effect.

home, 6-D-2, in such a way as to bring out all the beauty of 
this material.

There is an appearance of comfort to the home that is 
fully carried out by the admirable arrangement of rooms and 
consideration for all the little convenience of modern living. 

It is a square house of simple, dignified, economical design. 
Slightly projecting iron balconies, in the manner of French city 
houses, are placed at the two second story windows. French 
doors lead from the living room to the terrace. The porch is oe 
included in the house, opening as it does from both living and 
dining room, it is almost a part of these rooms. It could easily 
be glazed and used as a sunroom.

ERE is a house designed by city architects for city home 
builders, for the typical city lot, which often is not more 
than 35 feet in width. Having permanent, fireproof walls of 
Finzer brick, it is especially adaptable to city building condi- 
tions. The plan makes possible unusual breadth for the living 
and dining rooms. The porch at the front increases the spacious- 
ness of the first story. The living room is an extremely pleasant 
one. It is well organized, with large windows along the side walls 
to insure adequate air and sunlight.

A Model of Compactness and Space Economy 


HIS little house is a model of compactness and economy of space. Omitting 

the sun room and rear porch the over all area of the plan is only about 
25 x 28 feet. Even though space has been economized so carefully, there is no 
poverty of interest. 

This really is a six room house, containing living room, kitchen and dining 
room and three bedrooms with bath. In addition there are two porches, one 
more properly a sun room which, opening on the living room, not only adds 
considerably to the living space, but lends an extra item of interest to the 
exterior, for the front wall of this room, continuing in unbroken plane with 
the main wall of the house, gives a desirable feeling of breadth. The living 
room is unusually well hghted, having windows on three sides; there is also 
the staircase in one corner, a fireplace and the two porches opening upon it. 


The dining room and kitchen are small, but hight and airy. The latter is eae 
equipped with an entry containing space for the icebox and a broom closet. + 
The porch at the rear is open. Square wooden posts with lintels and brackets 
of the same material help to make the rear of the house interesting. Its floor is 
of cement, marked in forms of tile, and is bordered with brick. The kitchen 
equipment is complete, and with the working fixtures along the outside wall, 
there is an insurance of fine light and ventilation. The arrangement of the 
basement stairway is excellent, permitting one to reach the basement from 
both the outside and the kitchen without unnecessary steps. 


In the second story there are three bed rooms well designed to accommodate 9:7" 1085" 
the necessary furniture; each with a closet. The bath room is designed for the 
inclusion of a recessed tub. The necessary linen closet is in the hallway. This 
is a solidly constructed house with a decided air of permanence. Its interesting 
color scheme, obtained by the use of Finzer brick, and the play of architectural 
detail, keep it from being commonplace in any way.

ERE is a house, 6-A-82, which, in its picturesque group- 

ing of the gables and its play of materials, is reminis- 

cent of homes to be found in the English village or country- 

side. The plan is characteristic of a type which has been 

developed in our own country, the most notable feature of 

which is no doubt the combination of dining room, living 

room and sun room along the whole front of the house. It is 

not difficult to see the interesting vistas that this would give 
and the effect of breadth it would lend the house.

ESIGN 6-B-31 illustrates how much may be done with 
Forestblend face brick in an English style home. Even the 
most casual study of this design makes evident the fact that 
emphasis is laid on the living room.

In True Colonial Character 


HE exterior of this home is not far from those of our Colonial 

forefathers. The exterior walls are interesting without over- 
working simply through the natural beautiful color of the Forest- 
blend brick laid in interesting bonds and mortar Joints. 


The drawings show two types of porches—the one which was 
followed by the owner of the house illustrated here, and another 
with arches between the columns and a sloping roof without the 
railing. And then the house may have two porches, one at the rear 
and one at the end. If the lot is narrow, the rear porch only may 
be used. 


A house with a hallway running from front to back is a typical 
arrangement for this center entrance type of plan, but such a hall- 
way requires a wider house, and can only be had at considerable 
additional expense. Many people believe that the convenience 
gained by the full length hallway is not proportionate to the addi- 
tional expense. This house has been designed without the center 
hallway, and as a result can be built at lower costs. 


Upon first entering the hall from the vestibule, the impression is 
that of spaciousness, dignity and repose, which is all the more 
remarkable because it is rarely found, much less expected, in so 
small a house. The wide plaster arches on each side of the hall, one 
opening into the living room and the other one into the dining 
room, and the glimpses through these arches of well proportioned 
walls and windows, contribute in no small measure to the charm 
and beauty of the rooms. Add to this the sunroom, which may be 
either at the end of the living room or the side, and the effect is a 
finished piece of architecture.

O impart in this modern home the true flavor of the early 

New England Colonial house, a broken pediment treat- 
ment is given the front entrance, iron grills fence the Finzer 
brick steps, and the windows have long quaint blinds with 
slats below and solid wood above.

In plan arrangement this home, 6-B-17, is similar to that of 
countless old Colonial houses.

There used to be a 
butler’s pantry between the dining room and the kitchen, but 
modern efficiency now uses this space to increase the size of these 
two rooms and builds plenty of cupboard space in the kitchen. 
This not only saves space, but thousands of steps that previ- a 
ously were consumed in visits to and from the old pantry. 

This home provides six good rooms with an open porch to the 
rear and sleeping porch above it. There is space under the roof 
for a commodious attic. Of special interest perhaps is the large 
living room. Opening as this does upon the porch, an unusually 
long and attractive vista is obtained. 

On the second floor one bedroom runs the entire depth of the 
house. It contains private toilet room. An open stairway in 
Colonial design forms an attractive feature of the hall.

HE handsome Colonial design of Forestblend brick illustrated 

above has a most satisfactory room arrangement; providing, in 
addition to six good-sized rooms, such conveniences as a breakfast 
alcove and sewing room. There is also an attic and six closets. 

The porch may be built either as an open porch or as an enclosed 
sun room, and may be placed either at the side, opening from both 
living and dining rooms, or built at the rear of the dining room. A 
sleeping porch may be built above. Details for this are supplied 
without extra charge with the plan. 

Few houses of this size contain so generous or so inviting a living 
room. The inside fireplace is so placed that it will be the center of 
interest in the room. In the plaster opening between the dining 
room and living room, there are built-in bookcases. The handsome 
open stairway is visible from the living room. The little breakfast 
nook, designed for one corner of the kitchen, will be a convenience 
appreciated by a busy housewife, who knows how handy it is to 
have a place ready for quick meals. Among other conveniences are 
the grade entrance at the side; the broom closet in the side entry; 
the passageway between kitchen and front door, and the clothes 
closet on the stair landing. 

Each bedroom receives light and air from two opposite sides and 
each possesses a clothes closet.

A Popular Forestblend Brick Home 


N this Forestblend house, 6-C-13, housekeeping should be 

easy. It is an inspiration to orderliness. The rectangular mass- 
ing of the exterior carries its economies. Such houses are always 
less expensive to build than those of the more picturesque 
irregular outline. Yet one finds no harshness of form in this. 


The plan is of the popular and widely accepted living-room- 
across-the-front style. With this plan the greatest advantage is 
taken of the front of the house. The dining room at the rear 
turns upon the garden. Here there is an open porch which may 
be screened if desired. There is a generous allotment of book- 
cases, cupboards, shelves, and closets. 

The kitchen has been the object of special study. It is equipped 
with cupboards, closets, built-in ironing board, clothes chute 
and wall pocket for deliveries, with double drain boards at the 
sink, and is lighted with casement windows. 

Recounting the advantages of the first story, it will be seen 
that there is a vestibule, a fireplace, porch, and grade entrance 
to the basement and kitchen. 

The arrangement of the second story provides for a minimum 
of hall space and, therefore, maximum usage of the area for the 
rooms. Closets or wardrobes are provided for each of the rooms. 
Although the roof breaks into the second story, the dormers are 
so designed as to give the second story rooms practically full 
story height.

F you are looking for a six-room house that will never go out of 

style, here is one that will be as worthy of admiration a generation 

from now, as it is today, design 6-B-11. It is an adaptation of the 
Colonial gambrel roof type to a story and a half modern house. 


It is pictured above carried out in Forestblend brick with stucco 
dormer, but 1t will look attractive in all brick. The color scheme 
might be a reddish brown Forestblend brick with brownish green 
stained shingles, with white woodwork and green blinds. The two 
exterior chimneys, each with two flues, the flower boxes, quaint 
shutters and beautiful Colonial doorway add greatly to its charm. The 
expansive dormer across the front moulds naturally into the main 
roof. 


The central entrance planned for the small house usually offers an 
excellent arrangement and this one is no exception to the rule. The 
first floor plan possesses many of the qualities of larger and much 
higher-priced houses, such as the isolation of the dining room. The 
living room, of good proportion with windows well spaced on three 
sides, opens onto the living porch. In addition to the dining room there 
is provision for a dining alcove in the kitchen. The rear entry makes it 
possible to reach both the kitchen and basement from outside without 
entering any other portion of the house.

ERE is a Forestblend home of much distinction, style, 
excellent plan, which is worth careful study by home 
builders interested in good construction at reasonable building 
costs, considering what the house provides.

HIS design, No. 6-B-22, has an architectural distinction that sets it apart from the

The entrance is through a beamed porch to a hall of good size, through which access is 
to be had on one hand to the living room and on the other to the dining room. The stair- 
way which arises from this hall is flanked by a commodious coat closet.

ARROW lots are always a problem for the designer. To 
obtain a certain effect of breadth to a house without 
actually making the house wide requires careful planning.

Six Room English Georgian House 


HE house presented here, design 6-F-10, has been developed in 

the English Georgian manner. Because of the rather rich style 
of the period, the first floor plan is designed with a formality usu- 
ally found only in homes a great deal larger.

Immediately opposite, a 
narrow-arched opening reaching to the ceiling affords a view of 
a portion of the stairway and the railing with its graceful, slender 
balusters. 

The long windows which add so to the appearance of the house 
on the exterior, also add greatly to the beauty of the living room.
